asking the House to sit late to help them 
out of their difficulties. 

Mr. O’KELLY said he had never heard 
Deputy Cosgrave talk such nonsense. He 
denied that any “want of knowledge ” had 
been shown by Ministers concerning bills. 
The Citizenship Bill was necessary and urgent. 
On account of changes which had been 
made, the Agricultural Rates Relief Bill, 
which should have been before the House 
months ago, had been held up to permit oí 
local authorities preparing necessary data. 
The Government proposed that the followiug 
measures should pass through all stages be- 
fore Christmas:—The Citizenship Bill, the 
Agricultural Rates Relief Bill, the Imposition 
of Duties Bill, and certain supplementary 
estimates. 

Mr. COSGRAVE spoke of the “lucidity 
and eloquence” of the Vice-President’s ex- 
planation of the urgency and importance of 
the measures. 


CHARGE OF MISMANAGEMENT 


Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) 
said the House was being asked to sit for 
135 hours that day. It was admitted on all 
sides that the Citizenship Bill was important, 
and he thought this measure should dealt 
with under circumstances which would permit 
of the most careful and reasonable considera- 
tion. If it was so urgent, why had the 
Government waited three years before in- 
troducing it? 

‘The business of this session has been 
conducted in a positively farcical manner,” 
continued Mr. MacDermot. “It is the re- 
sult of the Government's mismanagement 
that we have got into this ‘ jam’ at the end 
of the session. The Government should not 
ask the House to scramble through this busi- 
ness in the midnight hours.” 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin, N.) pro- 
tested that this is simply trampling on the 
Dail as an institution, There are private 
deputies’ motions which have been down for 
months.

The anndal general meeting of the Irish 
Trout Fly Fishers’ Competition Committee 
was held in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, when delegates from associations in all 
parts of lreland attended. Commander H. 
Baker, R.N.V.R., presided. 

The annual report was submitted by Mr. 
H. A. Lafferty, Hon, Secretary, who said that 
23 associations were now afhhated with the 
Committee,-and two others had promised 
their support. The National Angling Cham- 
pionship on Lough Corrib had been won by 
Dr. H. O’Carroll, and had been the largest 
angling competition for trout ever held in the 
British Isles. 

In conjunction with the National Angling 
Association the Committee had tised the 
first national fly-casting competition held in 
Ireland, and the championship events for 
accuracy, wet-fly distance and dry-fly distance 
had been won by Commander Baker, Mr. 
Drew Barr and Mr. H. A. Lafferty, 
respectively. The interprovincial angling com- 
petition for ‘teams of ten rods from the four 
provinces was held on the Lakes of Killarney, 
and was won by the Munster team. 

The rational championship was fixed for 
Lough Mask, County Mayo, on June 8; and 
“i casting competition for June 9 at the same 
place. i 

In the event of the Committee deciding to 
hold an international competition in Ireland, 
it was stated that an influential Irish organisa- 
tion would favourably consider the question of 
presenting a trophy for the event.

A SIMPLE ISSUE 


In the course of his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Johnston said that the real issue in the case 
was very narrow and gon and might well 
have been decided by the Clare Circuit Judge.

It was obvious that this issue could have been 
confined within very narrow lishits, but so 
strong was Mr. Glynn’s belief in his rights 
and so determined was he to push them to 
the extreme limit, that nearly ‘every tre 
connected with the quay had been raised for 
the purpose of depreciating as much as pos- 
sible the facilities afforded and of making as 
large an inroad on Mr. Ryan's proprietorial 
rights as possible.

In:an action of Edward Charles Jameson,

Anthologists require very special 
gifts of taste and discretion, and, when 
they limit their choice in some 
as these three collectors of pleasures show 
by their titles—they ought to have a point 
of view. A first glance shows that Mr. 
Armstrong, Miss Macaulay and Mr. Stan- 
ley have all these gifts. 


Pleasures, Positive and Negative 


Their methods, of course, vary. Mr. 
Armstrong is concerned with ‘major 
pleasures, and he has had to justify the 
adjective. There are things in his col- 
lection that are in need of a rest from an- 
thologies, but the nine pleasures selected 
are treated broadly enough to give room 
for a great deal of variety. Miss Macaulay 
feels no responsibility at all, and her 
point of view is scholarly entertainment. 
Most things may be treated as minor 
pleasures, provided that somebody has 
written about them in an amusing way, 
and she works with great spirit through 
an alphabet which begins with Agreeable 
Encounters and ends with Zenophobia. 
Here many minor pleasures receive official 
recognition, as such, for the first time. 
‘The manly occupation of Deploring the 
Decadence of the Age very properly haa a 
place, and so have Disliking Jesuit Mathe- 
matical Books, Destruction, and Hating 
the French, Not,-of course, that the 
whole book is conceived in a. spirit of 
misanthropy, or anything like it, Positive 
pleasures abound, such as Conversation, 
Conversion, Correspondence, Courtesy, 
€redulity, Curious Sights and Dancing. 
There is room even for experiences whic 
at. first sight are far from gay. Yet, Being 
©ut in the Rain has its agreeable side— 
or why did Bacon make a point of takin 
eut an open carriage when it rained t 
Wise man, he knew that rain is whole- 
some because of the nitre in the air and 
the ‘‘universal spirit of the world.”

‘ome pleasures there are which, alas! 
we can enjoy now only in print, and others 
of which we may taste but once. Such are 
Snaring Unicorns—although, of course, 
ene had to be a virgin to do that really 
well at any time—and Dying in an Inn. 
Miss Macaulay's happy hunting-ground is 
the seventeenth century, but she goes a 
long way before it and a long way behind 
it in every direction. One misses nothin 
but a section on Misusing the Englis 
Language—perhaps, because few writers 
have written so well on the subject as Miss 
Macaulay herself. 


The “ Fireside Book '" 


Mr. Stanley follows up the “' Bedside 
Book-’’ with another delightful anthology. 
His extracts are longer, on the whole, 
than those in the other two books, and 
ene of its features is a section of extracts 
from the novelists from Nashe to Gals- 
worthy. The balance of prose and poetry 
is very carefully kept, and there is 
nothing in the book that seems uneasy in 
its distinguished company except the last 
extract—as sententious a piece of rubbish 
as ever the B.B.C. has wafted to a seuti- 
mental world. 

Here are three admirable books in nice 
time for the winter. If, instead of keep- 
ing them in the shelf nearest the fire, we 
ha ' to apply the old desert island test to 
them, our choice would be Miss Macaulay’s 
book. - But no such — heroic decision, 
happily, need be made by most of us, The 
three can be bought for twenty-two and 
sixpence, and it is better to pay up man- 
fully than to borrow; for few possessors 
will wish to lend.

tí N the Edge of the Stream ” is easily 
() the most elaborate, and certainly 
the most suecessiul, of Mr. Peadar 
©’ Donnell’s books. It possesses all the good 
qualities cf his first novel, *‘ Islanders’’—up 
to now his bast—but it is built upon a 
larger and more dramatic scale, and displays 
qualities of narration which ‘“‘ Islanders ”’ 
had no occasion to reveal. The two or three 
‘opening chapters give no indication of the 
excellence which is to follow; and the reader 
who is deterred by them will miss a book 
ef unusual) interest and excitement.

and the book closes in a magnificent flare of 
eonflict. 

lt is less bw the excellence of his characteri- 
sation than by his supremely skilful sugges- 
tion of the successive atmospheres of revolt, 
defeat and trivmph that Mr. O'Donnell has 
created so fine a hook. That it is impressive 
and dramatic in the highest degree will not 
be denied.

D-: LUCE happily marks his accession 
to the Chair of Moral Philosophy in 
the University of Dublin by a study in 
the origins of Berkeley’s philosophy. In- 
terest in Berkeleianism in recent years has 
been” growing, and is widespread at the 
present time, when its admirera are 
observing the bicentenary of the founder. 
Dr. Luce has already contributed to it by 
several studies, and especially by a bril- 
liant analysis of the Commonplace Book. 
In the volume before us he is more 
ambitious, and not only gives an account 
of the origins of Berkeley’s thought, but 
also sketches his philosophy as a con- 
sistent system, 

With regard to the question of origins. 
the prevailing view that Berkeley derived 
most of his inspiratior™ from Locke is 
challenged. Dr. Luce reverts to. an 
earlier and, in his opinion, a truer view: 
that Berkeley derived at least as much 
from Malebranche. In fact, to quote the 
author’s own words, ‘* Locke taught him, 
but Malebranche inspired him.” If we 
are rightly to understand Berkeleianism, 
the nature and extent of its indebtedness 
to Malebranche is, therefore, of primary 
importance. 

r. Luce’s work may be considered in 
the light of these two assertions—(1) 
Berkeley followed Malebranche closely and 
methodically for the substance of his meta- 
physics. The proof of this literary de- 
pendence involves, therefore, a close 
scrutiny of the relevant texts. (2) 
Berkeleianism can be understood as a 
consistent system and in a new light if 
we accept the literary connection as proved. 
The key to this new interpretation is the

Berkeley’s Independence 


In the first part of the work a careful, 
scholarly and accurate study of the texts 
supplies sufficient evidence to convert a 
tentative hypothesis into a moral certainty. 
True, the thesis that Malebranche in- 
fluenced Berkeley, or that there is striking

similarity between their respective theories, 
is not new. Hegel declares that, ‘‘ Berkeley 
advocated an idealism which came very 
near to that of Malebranche.”* He also 
showed how important a place in the 
system is filled by Berkeley’s doctrine, of 
God. This point is worthy of notice 
because it shows that, apart from any 
particular interpretation of Berkeleianism, 
any research which proves dependence on 
Malebranche, and, in addition, traces 
to its proper source ee theological 
emphasis, is worthy’ ot serious 
attention. But if the thesis that Male- 
branche inspired Berkeley is not new, its 

roof has up to the present been neglected. 

ere for the first time it is consistently 
and cogently argued. 

Indeed, Dr. Luce shows so close a de- 
pendence of the Irish philosopher on the 
French that it becomes easy to doubt 
Berkeley’s originality. Yet, as we are 
reminded, the whole doctrine of imma- 
terialism is Berkeley’s very own, and no 
study of origins is ever likely to upset his 
claims in this direction. In any case, the 
thesis of a close dependence would remain 
unshaken even if, as some suggest, Male- 
branche’s final position differs toto caclo 
i from that of Berkeley. 

Dr. Luce is at his best when he dis- 
cusses, all too briefly, the influence of 
Locke’s ideism on Berkeley’s system. He 
maintains that though both thinkers pre- 
sent their philosophies as doctrines of 
‘““ideas,’’ yet their agreement is more 
verbal than real. In a characteristic 
phrase the author sums up his contention 
that each meant by ‘‘idea’’ something 
quite different: “In Locke’s Essay 
“idea ' speaks of sober English common- 
sense, of sunlight, and the highway of 
life: In the ‘Principles’ (i.e, of 
Berkeley) ‘idea’ suggests Celtic twilight 
iand a Gallic enthusiasm. It is haloed 
with mystery and awe.”’ 

It is not possible here even to sum- 
marise the brilliant and sustained argu- 
ment with which Dr. Luce maintains the 
main contention in the first half of his 
work. Suffice it to say that, whether that 
contention is final or not, it is one with 
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philosophy must seriously reckon. 


“The Immensity of God " 


The second main contention of the book 
introduces a section of more gemeral in- 
terest. Granted that the inspiration of 
Malebranche is proved, in what light must 
we view Berkeleianism? Dr. Luce sees in 
it the consistent philosophy of a lifetime 
devoted to one master thought. Berkeley 
is neither subjective idealist, nor 
mentalist nor solipsist. His philosophy is 
first and last a philosophy of God. is 
dominant thought is not the non-existence 
of matter but the Immensity of God. 
Féar ws “to study Berkeley's coneep- 
tion of Deity is to go to the heart of the 
system.” Berkeley himself has given no 
clearly expounded or consistently deve- 
| loped doctrine of God. Therefore, there 
i must always be diversity of opinion about 
the significance of his aczount of Deity. 
| Here Dr. Luce is on less sure ground than 
in the argument which deals with the 
literary question. Still he has an inter- 
| pretation of his own, and he sketches it 
with enthusiasm and conyiction. His 
ar t is expressed. in a vigorous prose 
ist; fe which Gcractholans the whole work. 
e might have expected a fuller treat- 
}ment. of Siris and its alleged Platonism. 
The Professor gives us his conclusions 
|about it without giving as clear a state- 
}ment of the premisses as might be

The Botanist in Ireland. By Robert Lioyd 

Praeger, D.Sc. Dublin: Hodges, Figgis.

OBODY will need to be told that Dr. 
Praeger’s new book is by far the best 

and most important work on the flora of 
this country that has appeared since the 
same author’s publication, ‘‘ Irish Topo- 
graphical Botany,’ in 1901. It is in every 
sense a masterpiece of botanical stem? 
and, in addition to its other merits, wil 
command the admiration of many who are 
not botanists by its sketch of the 
geological and other changes that have 
passed over this country from the earliest 
times. On the still unsetiled controversies 
over the possibility of continued life in 
Ireland during the great Ice Age, Dr. 
Praeger refrains from putting forward a 
too dogmatic decision, though one can 
gather to which side he inclines; and the 
many puzzling questions that relate to 
points in which the flora and fauna of this 
country differ from those of Great Britain 
are all discussed in such a way as to place 


view, clearly before the student’s eye. 


County by County 


The general plan of the book is to take 
in order, not the plants of our flora species 
by species, but the surface of the country 
bit by bit, giving separate treatment m 
every county to those districts in which 
botanical differentiation can. be shown. 
Tourists visiting Ireland for .a holiday 
will turn readily to the sections that. deal 
with ¢ounties like Kerry, “Mayo, and 
Donegal. The last-named county )s 
graphically described as “ wind-swept and 
sodden in winter, but: most beautiful 
throughout the rest of the year, blazing 
with gorse in spring, glowing with heather 
in summer and autumn, sparkling’ with 
blue-brown lakelets—giving to the traveller 
fresh vistas with every turn of the road.”’ 


Practical Value 


Dr. Praeger, however, does not concen- 
trate unduly on these enticing head- 
quarters of all our rarest and most re- 
markable plants. With the full knowledge 
of one who has tramped nearly every hill- 
side and streamside of the four provinces, 
he passes over no district without giving 
us a good bird’s-eye view of its features, 
as well as a trustworthy list of its most 
striking plants. For reasons that are 
clearly sufficient—though some readers 
may he disappointed at the omission— 


these lists. On the other hand, there are 
everywhere practical hints concerning 
hotel accommodation, as well as archso- 
logical points of interest, while the many 
photographs scattered through the book 
(chiefly taken by Mr. R. Welch) add 
greatly to the pleasure that it must confer.

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Memoirs of Sir Lowry Cole. Edited by 
Maud Lowry Cole and Stephen Gwynn. Len- 
don: Macmillan, 12s. 6d, net. 


HE first Cole to settle in Ireland was 
one of James I.’s undertakers, who 
came over from Devonshire and planted a 
sturdy family that virtually ruled the sur- 
rounding country from Enniskillen and 
Florence Court. Like so many of the 
families of Anglo-Irish stock, of which 
they were representative, they were active 
in Irish politics, British wars, sport and 
all the pursuits of country gentlemen. 
Sir Lowry Cole, whose ‘‘ Memoirs ” are 
now printed on the suggestion of Mr. 
Philip Guedella, who discovered their in- 
terest and value when he was working on 
the material for his volume on the Duke 
of Wellington, was born at Florence Court 
in 1772; went to school at Armagh and 
Portarlington, joined the 12th Light 
Dragoons at fifteen years of age, and com- 
pleted his education at the University of 
Stuttgart, where he learned the art of war. 
He first saw active service in Ireland in 
the Rebellion of 1798, won rapid promo- 
tion in the struggle against Napoleon, 


assistant in the Peninsular War, just 
missed Waterloo, but commanded the 
| Army of Occupation in France, and tact- 
fully governed Cape Colony and Maari- 
tius. He had the confidence of Welling- 
ton, whom he described as ‘‘a fine fellow 
with the best nerves I ever met with,” and 
was hoped for by the Duke on that fate- 
ful battle-eve in Brussels in 1815. Lowry 
Cole did not get to Brussels in time to 
assist at. Napoleon’s overthrow—he was, 
in fact, busy at the moment in takin 
unto himself a wife—but both in 1814 re 
1815 he was in close touch with the chief 
actors in the great drama. 


Vinegar Hill and Bantry Bay 


Allusions to Irish affairs are not many 
in this volume, but they are interesting. 
Cole was at Vinegar Hill im '98, and the 
editors print here the instructions he re- 
ceived, as the Hon. Lieut.-Colonel Cole, 
for the advance on Tara, and an extract 
from a letter sent to him by Capiain R. 
Crawford, Royal Field Artillery, report- 
ing the appearance of Hoche’s ill-starred 
expedition in Bantry Bay. There are 
occasional references to the Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, but none to the scene in the 
Irish House of Commons during a bitter 
Union debate in 1799, when Castlereagh 
was assailed by the Opposition for strain- 
ing the Constitution by refusing to permit 
the member for Enniskillen, a strong anti- 
Unionist, to accept the Excheatorship of 
Munster—a nominal office like the Chiltern 
Hundreds—when ordered abroad for war 
service. 

The Coles were intimate friends of 
|Lord and Lady Malmesbury, and her 
 ladyship playfully dubbed the General. 
“His Majesty King Cole” This 
volume contains not only letters by 


Cole himself, but also letters from 
Lad Malmesbury and her cousin, 
the Hon. Mrs. Robinson. At times these 


ladies’ epistles make lively reading, 
especially when they retail gossip on 
people and events around the Court and 
society. Amidst entertaining descriptions 
in the volume are pictures of the entry of 
“ Monsieur,” the Comte d’Artois, into 
Piris in 1814; of the Regent and Louis 
| XVIII. in London; Blucher and the 
}Russian Emperor; Talleyrand; Anglo- 
French difficulties; the conduct of the 
allied troops, and junkettings, routs, 
balls and celebrations galore. . 

The “ Memoirs ” were put together by 
Lowry Cole’s granddaughter, Miss Maud 
Lowry Cole, who died before they were 
ready for the press, and the editing has 
| been completed by Mr. Stephen Gwynn.

It is an odd reflection that Mr. Pewter’s 
comments on such matters as British 
Sh policy, parliamentary reform, 
speed records, films, unemployment, and 
the hunger marchers were allowed to pass 
without an uproar.

In the hands 
of most other writers the reek of petroleum 
would have made these talks an 
anwsthetic. Mr. Pewter is by far the most 
difficult piece of work that his begetter 
ever has attempted, and Mr. Herbert has 
done well by him. With most of Pewter's 
views we are in entire agreement, and 
even where we dissent violently there is a 
reasonableness about all the talks which 
deserves the attention of millions of 
Pewters and their legislators.

‘Bread and Circuses 


In the old Roman days when the people 
were becoming restive, their rulers were 
wont to give them “ panem et circenses”’ 
—bread and circus games. President de 
Valera, whose attitude towards the people 
of this country resembles in many respects 
that of a Roman Emperor, seems to 
believe that the best Irish equivalent of. 
the ancient formula is free beef and comic 
debates in Dáil Fireann. The free beef 
expedient is working fairly well, inasmuch 
as it is convincing a large section of the 
poorer classes that President de Valera is 
a heayen-sent benefactor; but popular 
taste has changed very much since the 
days of the Roman circuses, and we fear 
that the general public in the. Free State 
is becoming heartily sick of the Govern- 
ment’s performances in the Dáil. We are 
urged to these reflections by a perusal of 
this week’s debates on the Committee 
Stage of the Citizenship Bill. Here, as we 
see if, is a perfectly straightforward 
measure—a bill to define for purely 
domestic purposes citizenship of Saorstát 
Eireann. We can find nothing either in 
the bill itself, or in the various amend- 
ments which have been proposed by the 
Government, that can affect in the 
slightest degree the common status with 
all other citizens of the British Common- 
wealth which the Free State Constitution 
conters on the inhabitants of the Saorstát. 
In fact, the bill does not deal with the 
problem of nationality at all; it merely 
deals with local, as distinct from inter- 
national citizenship rights. It makes 
certain very necessary adjustments in 
respect of naturalisation ; it differentiates 
between various classes of natural born 
citizens, and, in general, does for the Free 
State what similar measures have done 
already for Canada, Australia and South 
Africa, without any infringement of the 
Irish citizen’s paramount right to claim 
full membership of the British Common- 
wealth. 

President de Valera, however, has a 
genius for the creation of a crisis where 
no crisis exists. As Minister for External 
Affairs he is in charge of the Citizenship 
Bill in Dáil Kireann, and during the Com-

mittee stage, as well as during the second 
reading, he has been doing everything in 
i his power to make it appear that some- 
thing revolutionary is being done. A few 
weeks ago he informed us solemnly that 
after the passage of this bill there no 
longer would be any British subjects in 
the Free State; on Thursday he announced 
with equal gravity that henceforward 
Great Britain—and, by _ inference, 
Northern Ireland—would be a “‘ foreign 
country.” Pretence of this kind is as 
mischievous as it is foolish. What is the 
actual position? The new bill is quite 
consistent both with the Constitution and 
with the Articles of Agreement for a 
Treaty. Cubinséiwesitiy, in the future, as 
in the past, Free State citizens will be 
citizens of the Commonwealth, so long as 
the Constitution and the Treaty remain. 
When President de Valera goes to Geneva 
to a meeting of the League of Nations his 
passport demands protection for him in the 
name of His Britannic Majesty, King 
George V. We understand that the new 
bill will make no difference to the form in 
which Saorstét passports are issued. Pre- 
sumably, President de Valera will con. 
tinue to refuse to sign them as Minister 
for External Affairs, delegating that irk- 


Britain is a “ foreign country,” and if no 
Free State citizen is a British subject, why 
on earth should the King’s name be used 
at all? The answer is, of course, that all 
President de Valera’s talk about citizen- 
ship is so much camouflage. If it came 
from the Opposition benches, he himself 
probably would describe it as ráiméis, It 
is an attempt to convince extreme Re- 
publicans that Fianna Fáil is trying to 
withdraw from the Commonwealth, 
whereas, in fact, it is doing nothing of the 
sort. 

We .have received anxious inquiries 
from many nervous persons who have 
been led to believe that this new bill 
will prejudice their Commonwealth rights. 
We wonder whether President de Valera, 
in his capacity as Chancellor of the 
National University of Ireland, has had 
similar inquiries. At present a very large 
number of graduates from the National 
University, as well ad graduates from 
Trinity College, finds an outlet in one or 
other of the British Services. Young Irish 
| doctors are welcome recruits for the Royal 
Army Medical Corps, the Indian Medical 
Service, the Royal Navy, and the Royal 
Air Force, and scores of medical men

Equipment for Work 

In the course of a speech yesterday at 
the Diocesan Girls’ School, the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin appealed to parents not 
to take their children away from school 
before it was necessary. Of late, he said, 
he had noticed a tendency among girls to 
take up work at an early age, not waiting 
until they had sat for the Leaving 
Certificate Examination. No doubt, the 
same consideration applies to the boys, 
for the same influences are at work in 
both cases, and there are many factors 
which are inducing parents to give their 
children as early a start in life as possible. 
Perhaps, as Dr. Gregg suggests, 
of these factors is over-confidence. Many 
boys and girls (and, indeed, many 
parents) seem to have very strange ideas 
as to the ease with which responsible posts 
are obtained, and the qualifications which 
are needed for them. After a year or two 
at school, many young people conclude, 
in Dr. Gregg’s words, that they are *‘ fit 
for everything, when in reality they are 


one 


fit for. nothing.” In such cases the seek- 
ing, and even the obtaining, of work, can 
lead only to disappointment and humilia- 
tion. Vanity, however, is nut altogether 
to biame; for the idea has yot about that 
education itself is a hindrance rather than 
a help to those who wish to make their 
way in the world. There is a theory, 
borne out to some extent by facts, that 
the years spent at school or university 
are so many waste years ; and that a young 
man or woman would do better to enter a 
post at the earliest possible moment and 
work hard for advancement in it. What 
use, people are asking, is all this long 
period of education? It fills the mind 
with facts which are of no immediate 
practical use, and meanwhile the people 
who esc sped it are filling their minds with 
far more profitable knowledge. Those who 
come into employment from the universi- 
ties, unless that employment is medicine 
or one of the other learned professions, 
are under an obvious handicap compared 
to those who have learned the trade from 
their early youth. The argument is 
difficult to meet, but practice is showing it 
to be unsound. If one has the opportunity 
for more education, it would be foolish to 
discard it in favour of immediate work. 
Dr. Gregg drew attention to a fact which 
is being realised again—that education. 
even from the commercial point of view, 
is a good investment. 
industry have looked on the educated man 
with suspicion for many years, but they 
are beginning to change their minds about 
It is beginning to be the 
practice of large firms to select such

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The Royal Dublin Society 


It is good news to learn that the Royal 
Dublin Society proposes next. year to 
spread its Spring Show over five days. 
Since Mr. Edward Bohane came to Dublin 
the Spring Show has developed out of all 
recognition. Formerly it was little more 
than an experts’ affair, and, while it 
served an extremely useful purpose, it 
lacked any social attraction. Nowadays 


| the Spring Show rivals the Horse Show in 


popular favour; indeed, there are some 
who say that they prefer it to the mure 
famous August fixture. Its scope has been 
extended considerably. ‘The introduction 
of jumping contests and other forms of 
entertainment for the layman has proved 
to be a brilliant success, and the last 
Spring Show was a signal reward of Mr. 
Bohane’s enterprise. The most remark- 
able feature of the Royal Dublin Society's 
work, however, is the way in which it has 
been able to triumph in the face of the 
most formilable difficulties. When Presi- 
dent de Valera decided to launch his 
quarrel with Great Britain, and the 
“economic war’’ was declared, many 
persons took the view that both the 
Spring Show and the Horse Show would 
be doomed. Everything pointed in that 
direction. In the meanwhile, matters 
have become wérse. The export trade to 
Great Britain is but a shadow of what it 
used to be. The Government deliberately 
is trying to reduce the country’s cattle 
population, and generally is discouraging 
external trade—although its bounties are 
costing the taxpayer badly-needed money. 
Yet, as the present year has proved 
beyond a doubt, the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Shows are as popular and well 
patronised as ever they were. Heavy duties 
may be levied on the entry of Irish horses 
into Great Britain; the cattle trade may 
languish to the point of death, but the 
“R.D.S.' goes bravely on, as if such a 
person as President de Valera never had 
existed, There have been rumours on 
more than one occasion that Mr. Bohane 
was about to retire, but, happily, he is 
still with us. We hope sincerely that he 
will remain at his post for many years.

The India Constitution Bill will be pre- 
sented to the House of Commons for a 
formal first reading next week, but the 
text of the measure will not be available 
until Parliament re-assembles after .the 
Christmas holidays. It is expected that 
the bill will contain some three hundred 
clauses, and though the House will com- 
mence work upon it early in February it 


“is not likely to be passed until the autumn. 


In the House of Commons opposition 1s 
increasing, and waverers are being induced 
to declare themselves opposed to Indian 
autonomy at the centre until it has been 
given a thorough trial in the provinces. 


The Saar Plebiscite 


There is little doubt that the plebiscite, 
in January, will result in the return of the 
Saar territory to Germany. The arrange- 
ments for the taking of the vote in the 
plebiscite are most extraordinary, as they 
will be presided over by more than 900 
neutrals, including British, Italians, 
Norwegians, Swedes, Dutch and Swiss, all 
ot whom have been engaged to supervise 
the voting. Each of the voting booths will 
be in charge of a neutral President, 
supported by two inhabitants of the Saar 
and two assessors taken from opposing 
parties. The counting of the votes will 
take place in Saarbrucken, but the result 
will be communicated to Geneva before it 
is published in the country. 


A Liverpool Inquiry 


A very uncommon and interesting case 
is to open in Liverpool to-morrow when 
the Dean of Liverpool, Dr. Frederick 
William Dwelley, will appear before a 
commission of inquiry to answer a charge 
of causing a scandal in the diocese by 
refusing to execute the Archbishop's 
mandate to instal the Archdeacons of 
Liverpool and Warrington at a Service in 
the Cathedral on September 27th. It 1s 
recalled to-day that the Bishop performed 
the ceremony himself before going abroad. 
The proceedings will be taken under the 
Church Discipline Act, by which, since 
1840, all such proceedings 1n ecclesiastical 
matters have been regulated. Dr. Dwelley 
became Dean in 1931, when the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury gave him a Lambeth 
Doctorate of Divinity. The Court is really 
one of first instance, as appeal against 
decision may be made to the Court of the 
Province, and further to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. 


The Abyssinian Dispute 


It was thought earlier in the week that 
the dispute between Italy and Abyssinia, 
which was taking a rather serious turn, 
had been amicably settled. Since then, 
however, there has been another develop- 
ment, as Japan is about to send military 
experts to Abyssinia to improve the train- 
ing of the Emperor’s troops. It is true 
that the report has not yet been confirmed, 
but should it prove correct it is likely 
to increase the tension existing between 
Rome and Addis Ababa. In the past the 
Abyssinian Army has been under instruc- 
tion given by a neutral Belgian militarv 
mission of sixteen officers and non-com- 
missioned officers. The Italian Govern- 
ment objected -to this, and certainly is 
not likely to approve of the employment of 
Japanese instructors. 


Drink in Parliament 


The Lord Chief Justice (Lord Hewart) 
decided to-day that the sale of drink in 
the House of Commons without a licence 
was perfectly legal. The case has been 
running for some time, and arose out of 
information originally sworn by Mr. A. I’. 
Herbert asking for summonses against 
members of the Kitchen Committee of the 
House of Commons, and alleging offences 
uneor the Licensing Act. The case has 
been carried to the Court of Appeal, and 
Lord Wewart expressed the opinion that 
the Bow street magistrate who first trie1 
the case was perfectly right in not issuing 
the summons, as it was manifest to that 
magistrate from the documents before him 
that he was called upon to deal with the 
House of Commons, acting by means of its 
Kitchen Committee. That being so. any 
tribunal might feel a great reluctance to 
interfere. The decision was received at 
the House of Commons with calmness, as 
it had never been supposed for a 
moment that any change was possible. 


Help for Lancashire 


The President of e Board -{ Trade 
has dec!’ ed to agree .o the elugestion 
of the Lancashire cotton industry that 
the Government should provide a subsidy 
of £2.000,000 to enable a scheme for 
rationalising the industry to be carried 
through, and the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners has submitted alternative 


proposals, whereby financial assistance 
may be provided. The spinners believe 
that there are ten million redundant 


spindles, and that they could be scrapped 
with benefit to the industry if the Govern- 
ment would agree to any plan involving 
a State grant of £2,000,000. The Uovern- 
ment has refused a direct subsidy of th: 
amount, but is considering the alternative 
proposals. It is doubtful whether any 
such substantial sum can be provided.

Eighteen members of the crew of the 
Usworth were picked up by the Cunard 
liner Aseania, which had rushed to the 
rescue this morning and was standing by. 
Owing to the mountainous seas which 
swept the decks of the Usworth neither the 
Ascania nor the Jean Jadot could get a 
line on board, but when the lifeboat 
capsized the Ascania did her utmost to 
protect it from the raging sea, and subse- 
quently lowered her own lifeboat and 
succeeded in bringing back the remaining 
members of the Usworth’s crew. 


THE APPEAL FOR HELP 


The Usworth, foundering hopelessly, 
still continues to roll drunkenly in the 
ocean, while the waves thundering over 
her decks are carrying away what little 
remains of the superstructure. 

The steamer Usworth was bound, with 
a crew of thirty men, from Montreal to 
Queenstown, when she ran into a violent 
gale and had to send out an appeal for 
assistance. The Jean Jadot hastened to 
her assistance, and had hoped to be able 
to tow her in to the Azores, but the 
weather grew steadily worse and the con- 
dition of the Usworth became desperate. 

A message picked up this morning by 
the American steamer Blackgull said: 
“Please try man boats as impossible fling 


any more lines. Coils washed away. 
Crew worked out.” . 
The Blackgull was, . however, some 


distance away, and making very slow 
pregress owing to the heavy seas. In 
response to a message asking whether she 
could help, ‘the Cunard liner Ascania, 
which had also picked up the distress 
calls and had already arrived on the

When the words “not guilty” echoed 
through the hush of the court the pallor 
on Notyre’s face increased, his head stirred 
slightly from side to side, and he stared 
at Mr. Justice Branson as though dazed. 

“ You are discharged,’’ said the judge. 

Notyre’s mouth opened as though he 
were about to speak, but no sound vame 
from his parted !ips . 

He bowed his head slightly, and pressed 
his hands to his forehead as he walked 
down the steps of the dock—a free man. 

So ended one of the most dramatic 
murder trials of recent years. 

Notyre’s father, sitting a yard in front 
of the iron-topped dock, raised his hands 
to his forehead on hearing the verdict and 
buried his head in them. Then, with joy 
shining on his strained features, he left 
the court to tell his wife that their son 
had been acquitted and that their dreadful 
ordeal was over. 

“Thank God,’’ exclaimed Mrs. Fng- 
land; “ I knew my son was innocent.”’ 

An emotional reunion of parents and 
son followed in a room behind the Court. 
None of the three could speak for some 
minutes, so overcome were they. .Then 
they left in a closed car, with the blinds 
drawn, by a back way. 


MOTHER AS WITNESS 


As soon as Mr. Justice Branson took 
his seat yesterday morning Mr. Norman 
Birkett asked permission to recall a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. 

The witness was Kay Fredericks. 

Mr. Birkett said that he now had 
certain information which was not in his 
possession at the time that Fredericks 
gave evidence. 

Permission to recall him was given. 

Fredericks stated that Violette Kaye fo 
some years was his stage partner. 

During that time did she, to your know- 
ledge, take drugs? asked Mr. Birkett. 

Yes, replied Fredericks, who added that 
she appeared at times to be under the 
influence of drugs. 

Another witness said that he recognised 
‘a shirt belonging to Notyre as one he (the 
witness) took to Brighton at the end of 
June. 

The Court suddenly went very silent 
when Mr. Birkett cailed for Mrs, Eng- 
land, and Notyre’s mother a few moments 
later came from the waiting room, and 
threaded her way through the Court to 
the witness box. : 

In answer to guestions, she recalled 
that. in November, 1933, Violette Kaye 
stayed at the house the mother formerly 
had at Brownhill road, Catford. She re- 
called that óne night she went into 
Violette Kaye’s bedroom, and she appeared 
to be under the influence of drugs. 
Generally during that week Violette Kaye 
had had the same appearance, 


MR. BIRKETT’S SPEECH 


Mr. Norman Birkett began his speech 
for the defence by pointing out to the 
jury that, having called evidence for the 
defence, he was compelled to speak first, 
and he did-not know what Mr. Cassels, 
for the Crown, would say in reply. Had 
the Crown proved to the jury’s reasonab!e 
satisfaction that Notyre killed Violette 
Kaye in that basement flat? The case for 
the Crown was that he killed her with a 
hammer. 

Mr. Birkett said that he had waited to 
hear some suggestion when Notyre was 
in the box as to why he had done it. 
There had not been a word upon that vital 
question. : 

“I submit that this vital omission in 
the case for the Crown destroys it. All 
the evidence before the death of Violette 
Kaye is that they were friendly, affec-

REPLY FOR THE CROWN 


Mr. J. L. Cassels, K.C., M.P., argued 
that the Crown had made out its case.

He spent a whole 
evening hiding the traces, Instead of call- 
ing for help. he preferred the cupboard 
and the trunk.

ORE than nine hundred neutrals, 
including British, Italians, Nor- 
wegians, Swedes, Dutch and Swiss, have 
been engaged to superintend the voting in 
the Saar plebiscite, 

Each yoting booth will be in charge of 
a neutral president, flanked by two Saarois 
taken from opposing parties and two 
assessors chosen in the same manner. 
Voters will be admitted by the police in 
groups of three. 

After verification each voter will receive 
a voting paper and an envelope specially 
printed abroad. He will then be shut in 
the voting-box, and will place a cross 
against one of three printed questions— 
for Germany, for France, or for the status 
quo. The sealed envelope will be handed 
to the president of the booth, who will 
himself place it in the ballot-box. 

The counting of votes will take place in 
the Wartburg Hall, some 150 neutrals 
acting as tellers. The Plebiscite Com- 
mission will sit on the stage. 

The counting of votes will continue 
without interruption, and there will be no 
announcement of partial results in order 
to avoid disturbances. 

The result will be first communicated to 
Geneva, even before it is announced in 
Wartburg itself. Meanwhile troops of the

REPRISALS 


As the session progressed it became 
more and more obvious that the Opposition 
intended to have their revenge. There 
were still seven amendments to the Im- 
position of Duties Bill to be taken.

recommended that the new buildings should 
allow of sufficient expansion to accommodate 
1.000 more in time. At present Grangegorman 
is orossly overcrowded owing to the continued 

‘ increase in the number of patients, 
Vooden buildings, which had relieved the 
pressure temporarily were now overcrowded, 
and a constant source of worry, on account 
of the risk of fire. 

The average yearly increase in the patients 
was about 50. 

The Committee was composed of Councillor 
Mrs. Maud Walsh (Deputy Chairman of the 
Joint Committee), Councillor Senator Mrs, 
Kathleen Clarke, Councillor David Coyle,

Mr. McMENAMIN’ (U.1., Donegal) asked 
what would become of the children of persons 
whose certificates of naturalisation had been 
revoked. The power to take away citizenship 
should not be given to any Minister or Court, 
except in the case of treason. Bad character 
should not be a cause strong enough to 
justify it; there were plenty of bad natural- 
bern citizens in every country, yet these 
could not he deprived’ of their citizenship. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that. in the case of 
natural-horn citizens, their right of citizen- 
ship was inherent, In the case of persons 
granted certificates of naturalisation, citisen- 
ship was a privilege. If such a person 
abused the privilege by misbehaviour, and 
the Minister was forced to revoke the certi- 
ficate of naturahisation, there was then the 
question of the children to be considered. It 
must be remembered, however, that dual 
nationality was not a rare thing. 

“The mere fact,” he continued, “ that we 
would give a certificate of naturalisation to a 
citizen of another country would not in every 
instance deprive a citizen of his former 
nationality.

BRITISH NATIONALITY 


COMMON LAW TO HAVE NO 


: EFFECT 

On Section 28 Mr, DE VALERA proposed 
that the following new sub-sections Le 
added:—' The common Jaw relating to 
British nationality, if and so far as it is, or 
ever was, either wholly or in part, in force 
in Saorstat Eireann, shail cease to have 
effect. 

“The facts or events by reason of which 
a person is at any time a natural-born 
citizen of Saorstat Eireann shall not of them- 
selves operate to confer on such person any 
other citizenship or nationality.” 

Mr. DE VALERA said that certain 
criticisms had been levelled at the bill—that 
it did not do certain things. He believed it 
was a wise principle not to have any shadow 
or suggestion of difference of opinion that 
might come before a judge in Court, and 
that the Legislature should resolve these 
— and make the thing particularly 
plain. 

The first of the proposed new sub-sections 
made it clear that they were not putting 
an end to the operation of the common law 
here, which might be regarded by some ws 
running side by side, or being brought over 
by Article 3, or some such basis running 
side by side with the statute, 

The second proposed new sub-section meant 
that where they might have in this country, 
say, the children born of American parents, 
who by the law of, their country were 
Americans, the Government did not want to 
cut across the application of any recognised 
general principle of that sort.

it was suggested that to ensure the success 
of the Open Championship of Ireland every 
member of an affiliated club should be asked 
to add one shilling to his. annual subscrip- 


tion. Many of the clubs approved of the 
roposal; others opposed it. ut the Open 
Chamviensh! Committee made a huge 


success of the event, 

The Union then decided to make it ‘a 
General Purposes Fund, and to request the 
clubs to add the extra shilling per member 
for the purposes of that Fund. Request- 
ing some clubs to do onything out of the 
ondinary routine, even for the upkeep of the 
Union, is quite different to saying it must 
be done. 

I have more than once, when writing of 
this Fund, urged the necessity of pong 
further than merely making ‘‘ requests ' 
expressing pious hopes. To achieve the 
objects that are uppermost in the minds of 
our legislators, to carry through the pro- 

ive schemes that it is confidently hoped 
will still further develop and popularise Irish 
golf the SE “re up of a substantial Gene- 

urposes Fund is of paramount, import- 
i The time had to come when the 
Union would have to say to the clubs we 
want the money and we are going to get it. 


THE PENALTY OF FAILURE 


That is what the Central Council has now 
resolved on, but a big concession has been 
made to the clubs. A year ago the Central 
Council put before the four branches a re- 
vised scheme of subscription to the Union. 
The reports from the Branches were con- 
sidered at last Monday’s meeting of the 
Couneil in Dublin, and the decision was 
uaapiteoualy taken “that, as from January 
lst next, the annual club ‘subscription would 
be reduced by one-third, but that each 
affiliated club shall be responsible for the 
handing over to the Hon. Treasurer of the 
Union, at or before the end of its financial 
club year, a sum of one shilling in res 
of each male member, to be credited to the 
General Purposes Fund of the Union. In 
reckoning the number of such members, no 
one should be included at more than one 
club, which should be his home club. 

Failure to observe this obligation shall 
be treated by the Central Council as a 
reason for cancellation of a club’s mem- 
bership of the Union.”’ 

The decision of the Central Council, which 
could as easily have been arrived ‘at. two 
years ago as. now, ensures the complete 
success of the fund. For the golfer it 
means an extra expenditure of one penny 
per month, but with one hundred and ninety- 
six clubs in affiliation with the Union, and a 
male membership (a few years ago) of 
twenty-two thousand—well, the Golfing 
Union of Ireland should in a few years be 
i on the crest of the wave.” —
